NO STOPS ARE TO BE MADE

OVER PENNSYLVANIA, 


San Francisco, Hay 25,—President 


McKinley and party, after a sojourn 


of nearly two weeks in this city, left 
for Washington shortly after 10 a. 
m. today. Physicians in attendance 
upon Mrs. McKinley, whose illness 
had curtailed the trip, held their 
consultation yesterday and after they 
had announced their decision that 


Mrs. 
McKinley was strong enough to 


endure the trans-continental journey, 
preparations for departure were rap- 
idly made. Mrs. McKinley enjoyed a 
refreshing night's rest and seemed 
elated at the prospect of soon being 
at home. She was conveyed from the 
Scott residence to Oakland ferry in a 
closed carriage by a circuitous route, 
chosen so that the invalid might pass 
only over smoothly paved streets. 
She was accompanied by the presi- 
dent, Dr. Rixey and a trained nurse. 
The presidential party proceeded di- 
rectly to the starting point. An im- 
mense crowd had assembled at the 
ferry depot of the Southern Pacific I bid yo 
railroad. 
The large open space at night." 


Market and East streets was also a 
mass of humanity, through which the 
police kept open a passageway for 
the president and his party. 


Heads were uncovered as the car- 


riage bearing Mrs. McKinley ap- 
peared and there was ,a visible effort 
to restrain an outburst of applause as 
the carriage, with drawn curtains, 
passed slowly through the throng. 


CHEERS REPRESSED, 


All respected the frail condition of 


the sufferer and the enthusiasm was 
suppressed. 


There were no formal ceremonies at 


the depot. 
Good byes were ex- 


changed by the president, 
cabinet 


members and others of the party with 
the friends who had come to wish 
them Gad-speed, and the travelers 
boarded the ferry boat Oakland. 


The carriage containing Mrs, Mc- 


Kinley was driven on the lower deck 
of the boat and the curtains were 
partly raised so she might obtain a 
glimpse of the bay and the golden 
gate. 


As the steamer drew out of the slip 


hats and handkerchiefs were waved 
and as it swung clear into the stream 
the shipping in the harbor dipped 
their colors in salute. Tumultuous 
cheers then broke forth on shore and 
were borne out across the waters—in 
the San Francisco farewell.

The school is to be raised one 
story and will have four additional 
class rooms. 
The exterior will be 


handsomely finished, so that the 
school, when the improvements 
are 


made, will present a most attractive 
appearance.

Philadelphia, Pa., May 
25.—The 


advocates of some 
change in the 


creedal statement of the Presbyterian 
church won a victory in Uhe general 
assembly today when by a vote of 
271 to 234 a motion to strike from 
the revision committee's report tfhe 
now famous s^ection "B" was defeat- 
ed. 
This motion was offered as a 


substitute for the minority report on 
the question of revision. 


Section "B" of the majority report 


is as follows: 


B. 
We recommend that this 


committee "be instructed to prepare 
a brief summary of the reformed 
faith bearing the same relatian to 
the confession which the Shorter 
catechism bears to the larger cate- 
chism, and formed on the general 
mcdsl of the concensus creed pre- 
pared for the assembly of 1892, or 
the "Articles 
of Faith," of 
the 


Presbyterian church of England, 
both of which 'documents are ap- 
pended to the committee's report 
and submitted to the assembly, to 
be referred to the committee that 
may be appointed. 


Th'is summary is not to lbe a sub- 


stitute for the confession, nnd is 
not to affect the terms of subscrip- 
tion, but "to vindicate 'and clear 
the doctrines of the church from all 
false aspersions and misconcep 
tions," to give a better under- 
standing of what is most surely 
believed among us, and is in no 
sense to impair, but rather to man- 
ifest and maintain the integrity of 
the reformed faitth. 


THE DAY'S PROCEEDINGS, 


Philadelphia, Pa,, May 25.—After 


having signally defeated the amend- 
ment dismissing the subject or craed 
revision from further consideration 
yesterday the Presbyterian general 
assembly today proceeded to discuss 
the first 'amendment to the revision 
committee's report 
offered by Rev. 


Dr. James E. MofPatt, of Cumberland, 
Md. 


This amendment substitutes the 


minority report, which agrees with 
fche majority all but recommendation 
B, suggesting the preparation of a 
summary of the reformed faith. 


DR. 'M'KIBBEN'S OBJECTION. 
Rev. Dr. William 
.McKibben, of 


Cincinnati, who with E. W* Humph- 
rey, of Louisville, submitted the mi- 
nority report, stated his reasons for 
disagreeing with the majority on 
recommendation B* 


"In the minority report," he said, 


"we h'ave a chapter on missions, a 
chapter on the love of God for men, 
a chapter on the Holy Spirit; we 
have relief in relation to elect in- 
fants, relief in the matter of oaths, 
relief regarding the pope and the 
, 


misleading statements- concerning 
good works. la not this the relief 
which the assembly -asked when the 
battle for dismissal was fought? 


"Can we not get together? 
We 


many say that we cannot agree 


on anything and others say we can 
agree on everything. 
Can we not 


make concessions?" 


Dr. IMfcKibbeii referred to the com- 


mittee on revision of 1892 and said 
the members of that committee were 
careful to 'do nothing <thftt would en- 
danger the orthodoxy, unity and lib- 
erty of fthe church. 


"EDive you 
considered," queried 


Dr. McKibben, "that the summ'ary 
statement 
must 
be adopted as a 


whole by the Presbyteries? In other 
words, you must draw thirty-two 
propositions so that not one will be 


to 
one-third of the 


You cannot adopt the 


-reed, he said, is growing yearly. He 
pointed to the fact that in 1889 there 
was not one voice lifted for a new 
creed* 


At the last assembly there was a 


marked sentiment for such a pro-no- 
sition. 
President Stewart said he 


wanted texture revision, 
He did 


not want a declaratory 
statement, 


but he would take it if he could get 
nothing better.

Dr McKibben said he thought the 


minority report would be Satisfac- 
tory to a larger number of Presby- 
teries than the majority report, 


George B. Stewart, president of the 


Auburn, N. Y,, Theological seminary, 
who is classed as a leader of the lib- 
eral party of the church, made a 
strong plea for the majority report. 
He said he signed the report, though 
it does not represent his views, 


NEW CUBED WANTED, 


He had signed it 'because ^it was a 


compromise and was the best he could 


Kev. Dr, Marcus A* Brownson, of 


this city, opposed both minority and 
majority reports, because he said the 
membership and wealth of the church 
had increased under the old confes- 
sion as he feared it could not were a 
change made, 


"If this assembly is lugged into 


the revision movement I will sever 
my connection with the twentieth 
century fund/' said Dr, Brownson. 


This threat elicited 
reproachful 


cries of "Oh" and "No" from the 
commissioners. 


Bev. C, F. Hubbard, of Buffalo, ad- 


vocated the rejection of the minority 
report on the ground that it commits 
the assembly to a definite [position on 
the question of a summary statement, 
while the majority report merely asks 
the assembly to continue considera- 
tion of the Subject. 


HODEEATOB TAKES FLOOR, 
At this point Vice Moderator Pit- 


cairn took the chair and the floor was 
given to Moderator Mintou, who 
spoke briefly aginst recommendation 
B of the majority report. 
He said 


the issue before the church today was 
more important than the one that l;as 
been before the assembly during the 
two preceding days. 


He maintained that this assembly 


had broken all precedents in having 
elected a moderator who did not know 
the difference between the old and 
the new school of theology except 
what he knew from histoiy. 


He was a child, he said, of the ie- 


united 
church. 
For himself, ha 


thought the movement as outlined in 
recommendation B is fraught with 
the utmost danger. The errors in the 
confession of faith were only inci- 
dental and he believed the minority 
report offered relief. He was afraid 
of the idea of compromise. 
There 


was a time for compromise, but he 
would earnestly try to get what he 
wanted, before he would turn to a 
proposition to compromise. 


DB, JOHNSON EXPLAINS. 


Bev. Dr. Herrick Johnson, of Chi- 


cago, a member of the committee on 
revision, explained the reasons of the 
majority for inserting recommenda- 
tion B. 


He carefully analyzed the confes- 


sion of faith and showed the (bene- 
fits to be derived from a short creed 
containing the 
essentials of the 


Westminster doctrine. He said: 


"The confession contains state- 


ments not essential to our system of 
doctrine. The form of subscription 
proves this. We receive the confes- 
sion as containing the system of doc- 
trine, 
not as the doctrine itself. 


Specific confession statements prove 
the same point. 
Take the oath 


clause. A man may believe that or 
not, without affecting his ortho-doxy. 


<(A confession says there are two 


scriptural grounds for divorce. 
I 


don't believe it. There is only one. 
We know what that is. Wilful de- 
sertion is not sufficient ground for di- 
vorce. We may believe this and our 
standing as orthodox Presbyterians 
is not questioned." 


Dr. Johnson cited the concensus 


creed of 1892 and the confession of 
the Presbyterian church of England 
as examples of brief systems of doc- 
trine which might be followed by the 
assembly. 


With a summary, Dr. Johnson said, 


the system would be better under- 
stood, would be invaluable on mission 
fields. 
Such a creed, he asserted, 


would dissipate all doubt regarding1 


the subscription to the system of doc- 
trine. 


It would also relieve the conscience 


of good men now troubled about or- 
dination vows. 


Dr. George T, Purvis, of New York, 


followed Dr. Johnson, after which a 
vote on the minority report was tak- 
en. 
The motion as originally put 


was to substitute the minority 
for the report of the majority, but by 
an agreement of both sides the mo- 
tion was changed so that the vote 
would be on the question of striking 
out recommendation B. 


MINOEITY REPORT BEATEN. 


two reports agreed on every- 


thing but this recommendation. 


The motion to strike out the recom- 


mendation was lost by a vote of 234

in the city seeking a location for a 
new factory for the production ol 
electrical specialties, 
Fort Wayne, 


already noted as a center of electrical 
interests, is regarded in high favor 
by the gentlemen interested in the 
enterpiise, and with a little effort 
there seems to be excellent prospects 
of securing the location of the insti- 
tution in this city, 


Mr. Duncan ariived in the city yes- 


terday, and has been in consultation 
with a number of prominent business 
men regarding the proposition. 
It 


is probable that the Commercial club 
will take up the matter at once. Mr, 
Duncan is widely known in the elec- 
trical field as an inventor of meters, 
and thousands of his machines made 
under earlier patents are now in use 
all over the countiy, 
Mr. Duncan 


announces, however, that lie has now 
prodaiced something entirely new in 
meters that departs radically from' 
old principles, and 
which he pro- 


nounces much superior to anything 
now on the market. 
In addition to 


these inventions Mr. 'Duncan has 
some valuable 
Improvements in 


switchboards and other electrical ma- 
chinery, the patents for which he now 
holds, 


CHICAGO MEN 'BACK OF IT. 


It is for the manufacture of these 


devices that a company has been fully 
organized iu Chicago, with Mr. Dun- 
can at its head and $100,000 in cash 
deposited ready to begin operations, 
Not a dollar of stock is on sale, nor 
is the company hunting large induce- 
ments in the way of bonuses. 


The company will not locate in Chi- 


cago, but desires some smaller city 
favorably located in the central west 
wi tli adequate shipping facilities, and 
w1hoss citizens are willing to ofPei 
some encouragement for the location 
of a new enterprise of importance. 
Several propositions from eastern 
Doints have been turned down, "but 
Elgin, Ro-ckf ord and one or itwo other 
Illinois points, as well as- one Michi- 
gan city, nre after the concern.

Mr, Foster expressed 


the assurance that the Fort Wayne 
Land and Improvement company 
would be glad to donate a site in 
Lakeside for the enterprise, and be- 
lieved there would be in difficulty in 
raising at least a small bonus to aid 
the pioject. 
He v/as also of the 


opinion that the citizens woxvld be 
glad to erect a building suitable for 
the factory and furnish it rent free 
for a reasonable period. 
Other sites 


would doubtless 'be offered, also. 


Mr. Duncan will remain in the city 


until Tuesday, and will be glad to 
hold a conference with business men 
who are interested in bringing the 
indushy to Fort Wayne.

Nowadays honey 


bees dwell in apartment houses, with 
sliding doors.

until a whole season's flow h^ a *cu- 
mulated and then smoking out and 
incidentally destroying the bees to 
get their store, the apianst, as soon 
as his long rectangular sheets of 
comb are filled, pulls them out and 
substitutes empty ones. 
Thus the 


hives are robbed as methodically as 
any modern 
savings 
bank with 


trusted cashiers. 


The slags of comb repiete with 


honey are put into a cyhnuer as big 
as a sugar barrel, attached to swing* 
ing wire holders and wheeied around 
like the hobby horses in a carousal. 
This centrifugal motion throws all 
the honey 
out of the comb cells 


against the sides of the cylinder* A 
gate at the bottom allows tne apiaiist 
to draw off the extracted honey 'nto 
glass jars. 


Ths first flow of honey is derive-i 


from the apple blossoms ana easliest 
spring buds, like the maple, wnich 
the baes garner in May. The nox* 
flow which the faithful workers de- 
posit in the comb whence the May 
flow was extracted is the May-June 
bloom of flowers. Latei comes the 
tulip, mulberry, raspberry, 
ciovt i, 


golden-rod, linden and other honey 
flows, For a period in July, when 
no new blooms open ana the er^ly 
autumn limits are not yet ripe, the 
bees gather 110 honey. 
After rhe 


their-thirst in this primitive 


fashion, and therefore tfheir mothers 
have for ages supplied them with 
water by filling their own mouths 
first and then letting it pass through 
their lips* imto the expectant mouths 
of their little ones. 
In some places 


the banks of the brooks and rivers 
are so high that water cannot be ob- 
tained in the usual manner, and the 
mothers in such places draw it up 
through long reeds. 


Birds teed their young ones in a 


similar manner. 
They first fill their 


own mouths with water and then 
transfer it to the wide-open mouths 
of the 
little ones.

to Lorabroso, the only squrce to which 
the modern practice or kissing can 
be traced.

committee in.

branches of the work. The chairmai 
of the international committee ii 
Lucien C. Warner, and the genera 
secretary is^ Richard C. Morse. Mr

having a membership of nearly 32,

Nearly 26,000 young men aie enroll- 
rd in these classes. Two secretaries 
promote the best methods of physical 
jp-ork and 'training1 in the association, 
stimulate and develop associations 
ind strive to promote the orderly 
growth of the entire movement. One 
secretary devotes his time to looking 
up and suggesting- men to act at 
secretaries, physical 
directors and 


other employes. The number of such 
is now 1,400 and is1 steadily increas 
ing. Two secretaries care for print- 
ing4 and sale of the 200 publications

Three secretaries are employed at 
headquarters, conducting- correspond-

Finally, there are eighteen secre-

The 


work of these secretaries is that of

ing native Christian young men to 
^ake charge of them. 
This work is 


rlone in conjunction with the resident 
missionaries of the various church 
boards. 
In India and Ceylon alone 


^here are 125 associations with more 
than 6,000 membeis. They own sev- 
°ral fine buildings, the one at Madras 
Costing $66,000, and the one at Cal- 
cutta $75,000. 


The supreme interest and effort of 


'he Y. M. C. A. associations in North 
America has always centered in re- 
ligious work. 
The scopa of theii 


vvork hast been steadily broadened, 
but the directly religious features 
still hold first place and have ab- 
sorbed the best thought of the moslt 
successful workers. 


Funds for carrying oji^he vast and 


varied work of the international com* 
nittee are provided by 'the local and 
state associations, and by many men 
-•nd women of large means, who, al- 
thotigh in many cases not members, 
oelieve that there is no other Chiis- 
lian work more effective and wide- 
spread, and so likely to elevate young 
men, 
The expendituies of the com- 


mittee in 1865 were less than $600 
!n 1898-99? including the foreign 
field, they amounted to $192,000 
The latter was an exceptional year, 
iwing to the extraordinary expenses 


^>f array and navy work, but the ex- 
nenditures for the cunen't fiscal yeai 
will also be heavy, the estimate being 
$140,000, inclusive of the cost of the 
nmy and navy branches-, but not 
counting that of the foreign field. 
And all of this expense is in addition

MILITARY COLONIZATION 


General Galliehi, the mlitary gov- 


ernor of Madagascar, is making suc- 
cessful efforts in military coloniza- 
tion in that island, writes Consu 
Hilary S. Brunot, 
of St. Etienne 


Heretofore somewhat similar experi- 
ments have been tried in other col- 
onies, but they did not respond to 
fche expectations. 
For instance, sol- 


diers wfto had finished their service 
in the colonies were Encouraged <to 
settle there, certain facilities being 
iccorded to them on the condition 
(•hflt they remained grouped in as- 
signed villages and more or less un- 
der military 
discipline. 
Thus the 


soldier, becoming a colonist, recov- 
ered only a portion of his independ- 
ence, and the offers were not for the 
most p*rt considered acceptable by 
the soldiers, who preferred to return 
to "their nativft country.

p succeed/ JFIe dpe^not address hhn- 
elf to liberated soldiers, but to those 
who are yet in their third and last 


ear of service; neither does he re- 


quire the creation of villages ^rhere

while he has made 


himself more or less t'amiliai with 
tihe language. The concession he has 
taken has not been imposed on Mm; 
he has chosen it himself, and he will 
work it in the manner 
he thinks 


best. During the first year, at least, 
he has not to trouble himself with 
the absolute necessaiies of life, as. 
being still a soldier, the state feeds 
and clothes him. Puither, the gov- 
ernment provides 
him with some 


agrcultural implements and a few 
head of cattle. If the military col- 
onist fulfills expectations in his work 
he is 'lent a little money at long 
ciedit and without interest; if, on 
the contrary, he proves himself un- 
woithy, the concession is taken from 
him and he return^ to the ranks 


Such is the system initiated by 


Q-enei al 
Gallieni in 
Madagascar. 


Aheady over fifty soldier colonists 
are in possession of their concessions 
and are in a fair way of becoming 
independent and useful members of 
the community- 


STOEIES OF KING EDWA'BD. 


When the present monarch of the 


British empire was a small boy a 
picture book of English history was 
given him. 
Turning over the pages 


his eye was caught by a picture of 
the execution of 
> Charles I. 
He 


asked to have the story of that most 
unlucky king told to him at length. 
At the end he spid: 
"Oh, I don't 


like that at all. I shan't be a king; 
I'm going to be a doctor!" 


At a recent meeting of the Duii- 


inow board of guardians the chair- 
man stated that their workhouse had 
had the honor, which he believed 
was shared by no other union, of 
haying had ft visit from the king. 
The prince of Wales, when visiting 
Lord and, Lady ,Warwick at Eaton 
lodge, wished to sep a country work- 
house, and was driven over to that 
at Dunmovf by the countess. 
The 


prince took much interest in all he 
saw and tasted the dishes preparing 
for dinner. 
In the visitors' book he 


made the entry: 
"Have visited this 


union with great interest and find 
everything in excellent order*" 


OBut the chairman was, however, 


wrong in saying that this was the 
only workhouse ever visited by the 
king. 
In addition to visits paid to 


at least one Norfolk workhouse, the 
king, when a member of the rayal 
commission on the aged poor, cer- 
tainly 
visited two metropolitan 


workhouses in the company of the 
late Lord Aberdare, the chairman of 
the commission. 
In both cases the 


visits were surprise ones, and the 
prince insisted on his incognito be- 
in^ strictly kept. 
Lord Aberdare, 


when telling a few friends of this 
incident, used to say that the prince 
was as delighted as a schoolboy at 
not being discovered and insisted on 
Lord 'Aberdare's calling him "'Mr. 
Smith" when going over the build- 
ings. 


About twenty-jfour stitches i» a good 
number to cast on the needles, or 
less if fewer stitches are found easier 
to manage.

pieces of silk can be used if they are 
clean and fresh and the raveling kept 
in paper bags or otherwise till a 
sufficient quantity is ready, 
De- 


lightful silk counterpanes can be 
woven from this raveled silk, foi 
which about six pounds would be suf - 
ficient, 
Small pieces of silk can be 


begged from friends, dressmakers, 
and others, and the worker is seldom 
stopped for want of material. 
The 


curling of paper strips to fill pillows 
is aii'other occupation suitable for 
persons K>£ defective sight. 


INTERNATIONAL IX)VE MAKING

She is a pretty American girl, 


spending the winter in Berlin and 
wies>tlhig with "that awful German 
language" which Maik Twain has 
so delightfully described; but if her 
Gterman is painful to her neighbors 
it cannot be more astonishing than 
the English to which she is com- 
pelled to listen. 
She has written 


back to her friends in America the 
record of her exploits at belleship 
and as modestly as is becoming in 
one with a long line of social suc- 
cesses.

Being nearly a mile ea&t of the court 
'house the great distance from the 
business part of the city was c'on- 
sidered a serious drawback and to ob- 
viate this -he decided to lay a track 
and operate a line of street cars be- 
tween East Warsaw and the city 
proper.

think was to act, and in almost no 
time he had the track laid, tlie city 
authniitiea read'ily granting him thp 
privilege of using Center street, and 
within three months oi the conception 
of tlie enterprise the track was down, 
two fine cars placed upon it, making 
half-hour trips each way, and for a 
time East Warsaw built up so rapid- 
ly that it soon 'bid fair to become the 
residence part of tlie town. 
However 


the financial depression that followed 
the war no't only affected the sale of 
real estate, t)Ut every other business 
felt the ill effects of the times; and 
after ke&ping it 
going for nearly 


three years the enterprise was given 
up, the track removed arid abandoned.

But to all these instances and exhibi- 
tions of His inherent heavenliness 
the glory was confined to His own 
person.

But since that day of 
introduction any profession of abil- 
ity to speak with tongues—and such 
has been claimed—'has been but a 
pretenss. Just so has been the ba- 
liel or dream of those who have as- 
seiled they saw blight lights and 
othei astonishing* signs of the Holy 
Spirit's piesenco in connection with 
their conversion to Christ. It is all 
as empty of reality as moonshine is 
of morning light.

But if we may not expect a lepeti-

To 


enjoy the benefit of any of this money 
a regional bank must flist 'be estab- 
lished by an agricultural union. This 
regional bank has the right to 4 
francs of the 40,000,000 for eveiy 1 
franc that it furnishes toward the 
capital stock of a bank. 
This cap- 


ital stock mus'i; come from the small 
syndicates, whose 'members receive 
shares in the bank in pioportion to 
the money they advance to it. 
This 


agricultural bank loans money 'to its 
members at 3 per cent and it pays 
them 4 per cent for their deposits. 
last year the regional bank in Lyons 
loaned 189,000 francs ($36,500) at 3 
raer cent and received over half that 
sum in deposits. 


The action of the Trench govern-

sons for this order he gives in these 
words: 


"When 1 was elected mayor oT 


Lyons 
I was struck by the groat 


number of public houses in the town. 
There are no fewer than 5,600, and 
that means one for every 80 inhab- 
itants or for every three houses, and 
every day we receive, applications to 
be allowed to open more, 


"i resolved to stop the growing 


wave of alcoholism, and I 
sought 


some means of preventing the crea- 
tion of new public houses. 
I found 


it in the law ot 1880, which contains 
an article stating in substance that 
the mayor of a- town, after consult- 
ing the municipal council, eon refuse 
to authorize the creation of public 
houses within 2oO yards of religious 
edifices, schools and cemeteries. 


"We have, as you know, recently 


voted the suppression of the octroi 
taxes and their replacement by an 
increase in the cost of public house 
licenses. 


"hi addition to preventing the in- 


crease of new public houses we have 
found in the law of 1880 the means 
of compensating to some extent the 
present proprietors of cafes and wine 
shops, for in prohibiting the opening 
of new houses we render their prop- 
erty more valuable, 


"In the decision which t have taken, 


the members of the council are unan- 
imously with me. The measure haa 
nothing to do with politics, but is 
issued entirely iu the interest of the 
public health. The

der, one for thieatening to kill, two 
for assault and eighteen

An Indian agent has opportunitiei 


either for sacrificing the Indians to 
his interests or of sacrificing his owm 
profit and pleasure to the welfare of 
th& red man. An agent of the latter 
class recently visited the City of 
Mexico, unofficially, for the purpose 
of making some investigations re- 
lating to the land titles of the Kick- 
•apoo tribe, which occupies a reserva- 
tion under the Mexican government. 
The agent, in .speaking of his jour- 
ney to the land of the Montessumas, 
said: 


"I was in the City of Mexico for 


about two weeks and Llud -an oppor- 
tunity to leani -a good deal about the 
descendants of the 
Azitecs. 
Thera 


are thousands of full-blooded Aztec 
Indians yet in the republic of Mexico, 
and their condition is not as good as 
that of the negro slaves in this coun- 
try before the civil war. 
The mil- 


lions of Indian population in Mexico 
are in a condition of beggary and 
moral degradation deserving the at- 
tention of all who are interested in 
the original inhabitants of this con- 
tinent. The Indians in "the United 
States are a mere 'drop in the bucket' 
compared to the number in Me-xico. 


"The matter of greatest interest I 


learned in relation to the Kickapoo 
tribe is that twenty-five years- ago 
there were but 175 of the tribs in the 
republic of Mexico, and that Janu- 
ary 1, 1889, they had increased to 
363, while the 400 Kickapoos who 
were removed by the military from 
Mexico to the United States twenty- 
five years ago have now diminished 
to 199 individuals. 


"It cannot be denied that, after an 


expenditure by our 
government of 


•more than $150,000 in an endeavor 
to civilize them, the North Ameri- 
can Indians who have been allotted 
lands in severalty, with the sur- 
rounding lands open to white settle- 
ment, will within a very limited 
time become extinct, either by ab- 
sorption 01 by the terrible death rate 
caused by their constant aggrava- 
tion by the white population sur- 
rounding1 them. 
While, as. an In- 


dian agent I have used 'and still use 
the best energy of my life to carry 
out the policy of this government 
toward the Indians, the only reward 
and promise that is now visible for 
my efforts is the gradual extinction 
of the beings I am trying to benefit, 
and in the light of my six years' 
experience I tfiust say frankly that 
unless the Indians can be located in 
some remote region where they can 
live apn*t from the white man, the 
entire race in North America will 
become in a few years hence practi- 
cally extinct. 
As evidence of this 


asseition Incite the fact befoie re- 
ferred to concerning the history of 
the Kickapoos in Mexico 'and the 
United States." 


It is learned from authentic sources 


that the present condition of many 
Indian tribes in this country is truly 
pitiable* The Mohawks, for instance, 
who inhabit the Colorado River res- 
ervation, are entirely dependent on 
the annual overflow of the river and 
the efficiency of their irrigation sys- 
tem for the success of their crops. 
It lately happened 
that the river 


failed to make its annual overflow 
and 
the 
experimental 
irrigation 


pumps erected some years ago broke 
down, resulting- in the ruin of all 
unmatured crops, (and 
leaving the 


Indians without opportunity for &elf- 
support on the reservation. As the 
agent is only furnished rations to 
supply one-third of the population 
many of the Indians were compelled 
to leave the reservation 
to escape 


starvation. A recent report from the 
Fort Apache agency was to the effect 
that the Indians of that locality were 
in a starving condition. It appears 
that this state of affairs was brought 
about through the destruction of the 
crops by floods 'and a failure on the 
part of the Indians to secure as large 
a wood contract as usual from Fox 
Apache military post. 
f 


,Teachers in Indian 
schools 'are 


said to be experiencing great diffi 
culty in persuading their pupils tc 
become educated. 
The intelligent 


of many of the tribes is said to b' 
of a high order, but the educationa 
system 
employed' in 
govenrmen 


schools is reported to be antagonist! 
to the Indian nature. 


The 'agent 'above referred to tell 


an interesting story which 'he hear 
during his southern trip, It appear 
that between1 the Nardarko and A! 
gonquin tribes, albeit they inhabit 
the same strip of country extending 
from the ftio Grande along the north 
coast of the Oulf of Mexico to the 
mouth of the Mississippi, there ex- 
ists a marked difference in personal 
appearance, 
language, 
habits and 


traditions. The intercourse between 
the two tribes is, nevertheless, very 


and friendly. 


The Nardirkos claim 
that they 


from the south and that their 
at some remote period was de- 


stroyed by «, mighty convulsion of 
nature, 
accompanied by a terrible 


of 'the earth. vAt this re- 


mote period* , Mys tVir tradition, 
fney werft possessed of fields inclosed 


by walls of hewed rock and lived in 
houses of beautiful carved 
stone. 


After the trembling of the earth and 
tha sinking of the land their ances- 
tor removed further north, accord- 
ing to their story many generations 
old, into a region which they regard- 
ed as more secure, 


This tradition of the N-ardarkos is 


well known to their brother tribe, 
the Algonquins. The latter are cele- 
brated as great travelers, many of 
them making journeys through Mex- 
ico and Central and South America. 
In one of these excursions recently 
a party of Algonquins claimed to 
have found, in Guatemala, the an- 
cient home of the Nardarkos which 
the latter had 
described to them, 


They knew the place, they said, when 
they came upon it in some remote 
wilds, because of the remains of the 
cut stone houses, the fields inclosed 
by granite walls, and they recited 
many other details 
which 
tallied 


with the description given them by 
their brothers. 
So far as known the 


locality in Guatemala in which the 
Algonquins made the discovery has 
never been visited by a white -man.

Forest and Stream has given some 


w*?e talk to boys in regard to bring- 
ing up dogs from puppyhood and 
turning them into good citizens of 
the canine world, The writer says: 


"There are two or three things 


which you must try to remeanber in 
connection with the little animal for 
which you have taken responsibility. 


"You must remember, in the first 


place, that it is like 'any other young 
creature, full of spirits, 
thinking 


only about itself, and determined to 
do those things which seem pleasant 
to it Your business is to undeitake 
its education. 
You must begin by 


making1 it fond of you, 
and that 


means that you must treat it kindly, 
play with it /more or less, 
feed 
it 


yourself, and, in short, cause it to 
look to you for all the things that 
make its life pleasant. 


"Very patiently, very firmly, you 


must nsfcmct it, little by little, in 
good manners. 
You must teach it 


th-at some things may be done and 
that other things are not permitted. 


"You must remember that this lit- 


tle animal Iras no knowledge of the 
English language, 
and that your 


words, in a new command, 'are mean- 
ingless sounds. 
One of your first 


duties; is, therefore, to teach it what 
these sounds are intended to convey, 
and the lesson is effectual only by 
enforcing obedience to the command 
as soon 'as it is uttered. Thus, if you 
are teaching the puppy to charge, 
which means to lie down, whenever 


"you 
use the word place your hands 


on him and gently force him to the 
ground, his legs 'all under him and 
his head flat between his paws, but 
do not be in haste about it. You may 
easily confuse and bewilder a puppy 
and it is much better to let his edu- 
cation to proceed 
slowly 
than to 


make him suffer from unreasonable 
demands* 


"One 
reason why boys, and onen 


also, lose patience with the d<ogs they 
are training is that they forget how 
hard it is for the dog to understand 
what they mean. Sometimes it does 
happen that a dog is headstrong and 
obdurate. 
But this is veiy rarely 


true of a puppy. If 
he fails to 


'mind,' the failure is1 good evidence 
that he is not yet familiar with the 
English language."

Plies are quickly drawn by scents 


imperceptible to human nostrils. 
Stall they 
do not feed 
wholly by 


scent. Their feeding is throughout 
a curious process, often involving 
something wfhich looks like reason- 
ling power. 
If a fly lights upon 


something moist and high flavored 
he at once begins to suck it. But if 
in crawling or flying he finds some- 
thing dry, which he yet fancies, lie 
stops stock still, sets his bill down 
upon ^t and forces through the bill 
a drop of liquid, some thing- like 
saliva. 
After 
a little, when 
the 


liquid lias moistened what it fell on, 
he begins feeding. It is the marks 
left by this manner of feeding which 
constitute a large part of the fly- 
specks good housekeepers so loathe 


A fly has an air pump in each foot, 


with a hollow running down the !e$ 
to it, through which air goes tn or 
out. Thus he walks as he list?th, 
overhead or down. He has no vone 
proper—(his 'buzzing and 
droning 


are wholly matters of wings. 
By 


setting the wings rapidly in motion 
and forcing out air underneath, lie 
makes the familiar, sounds. His 
mouth is a retractile telescopic tuoe 
drawn in or out as required. 


The house fly has cousins (Q-ennan) 


scarcely to be told from 
himself, 


who are among the most virulent 
and bloody-minded of all 
winged 


pests. 
They haunt pastures, froia. 


June to October, tormenting espe- 
cially horse&, mules and cattle. In- 
deed, in stock-raising1 regions it is. 
sometimes unsafe to drive spirited 
horses after 10 o'clock in the morn- 
ing, unless they are protected with 
nets. The name of these stock flies 
is literally legion; more, they ai,e 
winged appetites, pitiless and simp 
of bemk as liawks or vultures. 
They 


settle in clouds all over an animal, 
clustering thickest and biting hard- 
est either side of the backbone, just 
behind the 
shoulders, where it Is 


well nigh impossible for the pooi 
beast to reach or dislodge they with 
either head or tail. Cattle thus oit- 
ten break wildly for thick scrub, antf 
tear through it until their torment- 
ors are brushed off. Afterward they 
either 
hunt 
water—water 
deep 


enough to come half way up their 
sides—and stand in it all day, or else 
bury 
themselves 
in the thickest, 


shadiest undergrowth, the 
thickei 


and shadier the better. There tliey 
stand all day, with drooping heads, 
waiting until sundown before toey 
go out to graze. 
But for the fact 


tlhat flies grow sluggish, almost tor- 


pid, as soon as the sun is down, and 
do not get fully alive again until it 
shines 
warm next day, gracing

There is a place behind the levee on 


the east bank of the Mississippi, 
eighty miles -above New Orleans, that 
the river boats pass in the early

anyway, as it could hardly be ex- 
pected to enhance the attractiveness 
of the route.

place is little known, except to the 
Creoles of IberVille, the parish in 
winch it lies, and to the steamboat*- 
men who bring supplies to it.

uninformed person would suppose it 
was only one of the several deserted 
plantations to be seen along the Mis- 
sissippi, though a larger and grander 
ruin than the others. 
Such it was 


until 1894, when put to its present 
use. 
It is now a leper colony, tha 


only institution of its kind hi the 
United States. 


Arrangements were made in 1894 


for the removal of the band of lepers 
hitherto confined in a pest house on 
the outskirts of New Orleans to the 
old and long deserted mansion ^in 
Iberville parish. Late on the night 
of November 30 the melancholy pro- 
cession moved out frqm the pest 
house 
and 
climbed 
into 
covered 


wagons, which were driven to the 
river front, where a barge, towed by 
a tug, was awaiting them. In the 
morning- they were safely lodged in 
their new quarters, and (there began 
for them an easier taiid pleasanter 
3ife than they had known since the 
relentless law had shut them off from 
their fellow men. 


The lepei settlement is inclosed by 


a high board fence, outside of which 
none of the lepers aie ever allowed; 
not even after death, for they are 
buried in their own little cemetery in 
the southeast corney of the inclosure. 
About fifteen acies are inclosed. On 
three sides of tihis is thick forest; on 
the fourth the river. The two long 
rows of cottages that were once slave 
quarters have been repaired and are 
now the homes of the lepers. 
The 


men occupy one row and the women 
the other. 
On the men's side is a 


vegetable garden that the able (bodied 
among- tfhem work. On the women's 
side is a flower garden that occupies 
much of their time. One of the cot- 
tages 011 the women's side is Used as 
a chapel. 
The dining room is the 


half of a raised cottage that crosses' 
the inclosing fence. The half of this 
house without the indosure is used 
iby Father Claffey, the priest now 
ministering at the institution. 


When the new site was decided 


upon the Sisters of Charity were 
asked to itake charge of it, 
The 


mother superior of the organization 
asked for volunteers, for she would 
send no others on sudh a mission. 
Some said they would go anywhere 
they were sent, but would never vol- 


A dairy will be maintained on unteer for this fearful work.

This institution is not the first 


leper colony in this country; it has 
had two predecessors, both in the 
same state. 
7JLlhere has been leprosy 


in Louisiana since the Spanish 
regime. It was brought over to the 
province from the West Indies; and 
by 1786 the leprous beggars in ttoe 
streets of New Orleans had become so 
numerous that the authorities had to 
establish a home and isolate them. 
The home was erected on Metarie 
ridge, a high atrip of land surround- 
ed by swamps, just west of the city* 
It lasted fifteen years, until the pa- 
tients disappeared, either by death or 
escape. 
"Leper land," as the spot 


was called, remained a wild looking 
place until 1805, when a band of 
itinerant Indians pitched their tents 
upon it <and tore down the rattletrap 
building for firewood. 


Relieved of this constant reminder 


of the disease, and (hearing and see- 
ing Mttle of it, the public grew 
apathetic to or forgot the danger. 
So, on to 1878, the disease smoul* 
dered in hidden quarters. 
In this 


time eighty cases were admitted to 
the Charity hospital in New Orleans. 
The board of health began a canvass 
to ascertain the exact number there 
were in the state, with a view to rec- 
ommending to the legislature that 
they be again isolated. 


After two years the board succeed- 


ed in having the cases then under its 
surveillance consigned to -a building1 


in the suburbs. A number of cases 
developing in the proximity of this 
home was the cause of the state es- 
tablishing another apart from all 
habitation.

A sister introduced the writer 


to the girls without mentioning their 
names. Both talked cheerfully and 
»irithout leference to their terrible 
fate. Their cases are, of course, hope- 
less. 


Life in the settlement is by no 


means as terrible for the most of the 
lepers as one might suppose. Many 
of them are perfectly able to do a 
good day's work, but no labor is re- 
quired of them. What work they do 
is done of their own free will. Many 
of them take a great pride in their 
gardens. For recreation the liveliest 
of them play croquet and even lawn

of nearly two weeks in this city, left 
for Washington shortly after 10 a 
ra. today. Physicians in attendance 
upon Mrs. McKinley, whose illnes; 
bad curtailed the trip, held 
theii 


consultation yesterday and after they 
had announced their decision that 
Mrs. McKinley was strong enough to 
endure the trans-continental journey, 
preparations for departure were rap- 
idly made. Mrs. McKinley enjoyed a 
refreshing night's rest and seemed 
elated at the prospect of soon being 
at home. She was conveyed from the 
Scott residence to Oakland ferry in a 
closed carriage by a circuitous route, 
chosen so that the Invalid might pass 
only over smoothly -paved streets. 
She was accompanied by the presi- 
dent, Dr. Rlxey and a trained nurse. 
The presidential party proceeded di- 
rectly to the starting point. An im- 
mense crowd had assembled at the 
ferry depot of the Southern Pacific 
railroad. 
The large open space at 


Market and East streets was also a 
mass of humanity, through which the 
police kept open a passageway for 
the president and his party. 


Heads were uncovered as the car- 


riage bearing Mrs. McKinley ap- 
peared and there was .a visible effort 
to restrain an outburst of applause as 
the carriage, with drawn curtains, 
passed slowly through the throng. 


CHEERS REPRESSED. 


All respected the frail condition of 


the sufferer and the enthusiasm was 
suppressed. 


There were no formal ceremonies at 


the 
depot. 
Good byes 
were ex- 


changed by the president, cabinet 
members and others of the party with 
the friends who had come to wish

boarded the ferry boat Oakland. 


The carriage containing Mrs. Mo 


Kinley was driven on the lower deck 
of the boat and the curtains were 
partly raised so she might obtain a 
glimpse of the bay and the golden 
gate. 


As the steamer drew out of the slip 


hats and handkerchiefs were waved 
and ns it swung clear into the stream 
the shipping in the harbor dipped 
their colors in salute. Tumultuous 
cheers then broke forth on shore and 
were borne out across the waters—in' 
the San Francisco farewell.

assembly today when by a vote or 
271 to 234 a motion to strike from 
the revision committee's report the 
now famous section "B" was defeat- 
ed.

substitute for the minority report on 
.•lie question of revision. 


Section "B" of the majority report 


is as follows:

a brief summary of the reformed 
faitli bearing the same relatiDQ to 
the confession which the Shorter 
catechism bears to the larger cate- 
chism, nnd formed on the general 
medal of the concensus creed pre- 
pared for the assembly of 1802, or 
the "Articles 
of Faith," of 
the 


Presbyterian church of 
England, 


•both of w'liieli 'documents are ap- 
pended to the committee's report 
and submitted to the assembly, to 
be referred 'to the committee that 
may be appointed. 


This summary is not to be a sub- 


stitute for the confession, nnd is 
not to -affect the terms of subscrip- 
tion, but "to vindicate -and clear 
the doctrines of the church from nil 
false aspersions 
and 
misconcep • 


tlons," 
to give 
ti better unier- 


standing of what is most surely 
believed among* us, and is in, no 
sense to impair, but rather to man- 
ifest and maintain the integrity of 
the reformed faith.

""RevT"DrT~Marcus A. Brownson, o 
this city, opposed both minority and 
majority reports, because he said tlii 
membership and wealth of the churcl 
had increased under the old confes 
sion as he feared it could not were a 
change made. 


"If this assembly is lugged into 


the revision movement I will sever 
ray connection, with the twentieth 
century fund," said Dr. Brownson. 


This threat elicited 
reproachful 


cries of "Oh" and -'No" from 
the 


commissioners, 


Rev. C. F. Hubbard, of Buffalo, ad- 


vocated the rejection of the minority 
report on the ground that it commits 
the assembly to a definite iposition on 
the question of a summary statement 
while the majority report merely asks 
the assembly to continue considera- 
tion of the Subject. 


MODERATOR TAKES VLOOR. 
At this point Vice Moderator Pit- 


cairn took the chair and the floor was 
given 
to Moderator Minton, who 


spoke briefly aginst recommendation 
B of the majority report. 
He said 


the issue before the church today was 
more important than the one that lias 
been before the assembly during1 the 
two preceding days. 


He maintained that this assembly 


had broken all precedents in having 
elected a moderator who did not know 
the difference -between the old and 
the new school of theology except 
what he knew from history.

DR. JOHNSON EXPLAINS. 


Rev. Dr. Herricfc Johnson, of Chi- 


cago, a member of the committee on 
revision, explained the reasons of the 
majority for inserting recommenda- 
tion B.

sion of faith and showed the bene- 
fits to be derived from a short creed 
containing

Westminster doctrine. He said: 


:Thc confession contains

ments not essential to our system ot' 
doctrine. The form of subscription 
proves this. We receive the confes- 
sion as containing thft system of doc- 
trine, 
not 
as the doctrine itself. 


Specific confession statements prove 
the same point. 
Take

clause. A man may believe that or 


ot. without affecting his orthodoxy. 
"A confession says there are two 


scriptural grounds for divorce. 
I 


don't believe it. There is only one. 
We know wlial that is. Wilful de- 
sertion is not sufficient ground for di- 
vorce. We may believe this and our 
standing as orthodox Presbyterians 
;s not questioned." 


Dr. Johnson cited the concensus 


creed of 1892 and the confession of 
the Presbyterian church of England 
is examples of brief systems of doc- 
trine which might be followed by the 
assembly. 


With a summary. Dr. Johnson said, 


the system would be better under- 
stood, would be invaluable on mission 
fields. 
Such a creed, he asserted, 


would dissipate all doubt regarding 
the subscription to the system of doc- 
trine. 


It would also relieve the conscience 


•f good- men now troubled about or- 
dination vows. 


•Dr. George T. Purvis, of New York, 


followed Dr. Johnson, after which n 
vote on the minority report was tak- 


n. 
The motion as originally put 


•as to substitute the minority report 


for the report of the majority, but by 
an agreement of both sides the mo- 
tion wns changed so that the vote 
would be on the question of striking 
out recommendation B. 


MINORITY REPORT BEATEN. 
The two reports agreed on every- 


thing but this recommendation. 


The motion to strike out the recom- 


mendation was lost by a vote of 23'1 
to 271. 


Joseph 
H. 
Vance, of

moved the previous question on the 
original motion—the adoption of the 
majority report in its entirety—but 
after the moderator said he hoped tho 
matter would be laid over until Mon- 
day the motion to move the previous 
question was overwhelmingly de- 
feated.

An Indian agent has opportunities 


either for sacrificing the Indians to 
his interests or of sacrificing his own 
profit and pleasure to the welfare of 
the red man. An agent of the latter 
class recently visited the City 
of 


Mexico, unofficially, for the purpose 
of making- some investigations re- 
lating to the land titles of the ICick- 
•apop tribe, which occupies a reserva- 
tion under the Mexican government. 
The agent, in .speaking of his jour- 
ney to the land of the Montezumas. 
said:

"I was in the City of Mexico fo 


about two weeks and ,had an oppo: 
lunlty to learn n good deal about th 
descendants of the 
Aztecs.1 Ther 


are thousands of full-blooded Azte 
Indians yet in the republic of Mexico 
and their condition is not as good a 
that of the negro slaves in this coun 
=try before the civil war. 
The mil 


lions of Indian population in Mexico 
are in a condition of beggary am 
moral degradation deserving the at- 
tention of all who are interested ii 
the original inhabitants of this con 
tinpnt. 
The Indians in 'the United 


States are a mere 'drop in the bucket' 
compared to the number in Mexico, 


"The matter of greatest interest I 


learned in relation to the Klckapoo 
tribe is that twenty-five years ago 
there were but 175 of the tribs in tha 
republic of Mexico, and that Janu- 
ary 1, 1890, they had increased to 
363. while the 400 Kickapoos who 
were removed by the military from 
Mexico to the United States twenty- 
five years ago have now diminished 
to IflO individuals. 


"It cannot be denied that, after -an 


expenditure by our 
government of 


•more than $150,000 in an endeavor 
to civilize th*m, the North Ameri- 
can Iirdians who have been 'allotted 
Jands 
in severally, 
-with the sur- 


rounding lands open to white settle- 
ment, will within a 
very limited 


time become extinct, either by ab- 
sorption or by the terrible death rate 
caused by their con scant aggrava- 
tion by the white population sur- 
rounding them. 
While, as an In- 


dian agent I have used and still use 
the best energy of my life to carry 
out the policy of this government 
toward the Indians, the only reward 
nnd promise th.it is now visible for 
my efforts is the gradual extinction 
of the beings I am trying to benefit, 
mid in the light of my six years' 
experience I must say frankly that 
unless the Indians can be located in 
some remote region where they can 
live apart from the white man, the 
entire race In North America 
will 


become In a few years hence practi- 
cally extinct. 
As evidence of this 


assertion I -cite the fact before re- 
ferred to concerning- tho history of 
the Kickapoos in Mexico and the 
United States." 


It is learned from authentic sources 


that the present condition of many 
Indian tribes in this country is truly 
pitiable. The Mohawks, for instance, 
•who inhabit the Colorado River res- 
ervation, are entirely dependent on 
the annual overflow of the river and 
the efficiency of their irrigation sys- 
tem for the success of their crops. 
It lately happened • that the river 
failed to make its annual overflow 
and 
the 
experimental 
irrigation 


pumps erected some years ago broke 
down, resulting in the ruin of all 
wmnatured crops, and 
leaving the 


Indians without opportunity for self- 
support on the reservation. 
As the 


ngent is only furnished rations to 
supply one-third of the population. 
in my of the Indians were compelled 
to leave the reservation 
to escape 


starvation. A recent report from the 
Port Apache agency was to the effect 
that the Indians of that locality were 
in a starving condition. It appears 
that this state of affairs was brought 
about through the destruction of the 
crops by floods -and a failure on the 
part of the Indians to secure as large 
a wood contract as usual from Fort 
Apache military post. 


.Teachers in Indian 
schools -arc 


said to be experiencing great diffi- 
culty in persuading their pupils to 
begome educated. 
The intelligence 


of many of the tribes is said to be 
of a high order, but the educational 
system 
employed1 in 
government 


schools is reported to be antagonistic 
to the Indian nature. 


The agent above referred to tells 


nn interesting story which lie heard 
during his southern trip. It appaars 
that between1 the Nardarko and Al- 
gonquin tribes, albeit they inhabit 
the same strip of country extending 
from the Bio Grande along the north 
coast of the Gulf of Mexico to UK 
mouth of the Mississippi, there ex 
ists n marked difference in persona 
appearance, 
traditions. 
-the two tribes is, nevertheless, 
-•close and friendly. 


The Nardarkos claim 
that they

The latter are cele 
bra ted as great travelers, many of 
them making journeys through Mex- 
ico and Central and South America 
In one of these excursions recently 
a party of Algoiiquins claimed to 
have found, in Guatemala, the an- 
cient home of the Nardarkos which 
tho latter had 
described to them. 


They knew the place, -they said, when 
they came upon it in some remote 
wilds, because of the remains of tiie 
cut stone houses, the fields inclosed 
by granite walls, and they recited 
many other details 
which 
tallied 


with the 'description given, them, by 
their brothers. So far as known the 
locality in Guatemala in which the 
Algonquins made the discovery has 
never been visited by a white man.

EXILED TO AWAIT DEATH 


THE LEPER COLONY OF LOUISIANA ON THE BANKS OF THE 
. > 


MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 


There is a place behind the levee on 


the east bank of the Mississippi 
eighty miles above New Orleans, thai 
the river boats pass in the early 
morning long before the passenger? 
leave their berths, so it is not pointed 
out as one of the sights of tha river. 
"Perhaps It would not be pointed out. 
anyway, as it could hardly be ex- 
pected to enhance the attractiveness 
of the route. 
The character of the 


ajp.ce is little known, except to the 
Creoles of Iberville, the parish in 
which it lies, nnd to the steamboat- 
men who bring supplies >to it. 
An 


uninformed person would suppose it 
was only one of the several deserted 
ilantatioiis to be seen along- the Mis- 
sissippi, though a larger and grander 
•uin than the others. 
Such it was 


until 1894, when put to its present 
use. 
It is now a leper colony, tha 


nly institution of its kind in the 
United States. 


Arrangements were made in 1894 
or the removal of the band of lepers 
itherto confined in a pest house or 
lie outskirts of New Orleans to the 
Id and long deserted mansion \ 
berville parish. Late on .the night 
f November 30 the melancholy pro- 
ession moved out 
from the pest 


ouse and 
climbed 
into covered 


ag'ons. which were driven to the 
tver front, where a barge, towed by 


tug, was awaiting them. In the 


lorning they were safely lodged 
leir new quarters, and there began 
r them an easier and pleasanter 
fe than they had known, since the 
elentless law had shut them off from 
leir fpllow men. 
The leper settlement is inclosed by 
high board fence, outside of which 
sue of the lepers are ever allowed; 
ot even after death, for they are 
iried in their own little cemetery in 
ie southeast coruey of the inclosure.

leper colony in this country; it has 
had two predecessors, both in the 
same state, 'i'here has been, leprosy 
in 
Louisiana 
since 
tho 
Spanish 


regime. It was brought over to the 
province from the West Indies; anil 
by 1788 the leprous beggars in the 
streets of New Orleans had become so 
numerous that the authorities had to 
establish a home and isolate them. 
The home was erected on Metaiie 
ridge, a high strip of land surround- 
ed by swamps, just west of the city. 
It lasted fifteen years, until the pa- 
tients disappeared, either by death or 
escape. 
"Leper land," as the spot 


was called, remained a wild looking 
place until 1805, when a band of 
itinerant Indians pitched their tents 
upon it and tore down the rattletrap 
building for firewood. 


Relieved of this constant reminder 


of the disease, and hearing nnd see- 
ing little of 
the pnblic grew 


apathetic to or forgot the danger. 
So, on to 1878, the disease smoul- 
dered "in hidden quarters. 
In this 


time eighty cases were admitted to 
the Charity hospital in JTew Orleans'. 
The board of health began a canvass 
to .ascertain the exact number there 
were in the state, with a view to rec- 
ommending to the legislature that 
they be again isolated. 


After two years the board succeed- 


ed in having -the cnses then under its 
surveillance consigned to.-a building; 
in the suburbs. A number of cases 
developing in the proximity of this 
home was the cause of the state es- 
tablishing another apart 
from all 


habitation.

got their store, the apiarist, as soon

rectangular sheets of 


comb are filled, pulls them one and 
substitutes empty on es.

A book years ago issued saye 
that -a Christian man hag a right TO 
some amusements; for instance, if he 
comes home at night -weary from his 
work, and, feeling the need of recre- 
ation, puts on his slippers, and goes 
into his garden and walks lively 
round t-he floor several times there 
can be no harm in it. I believe the 
church of God ha-smiade a great mis- 
take in trying to suppress the sport- 
fulness of youth and drive out from 
men their love of amusement. 
If 


God ever implanted .any tiling in us, 
he implanted this desire. But instead 
of providing1 for this demand of our 
nature, the church of G-od 'has, for 
the main part ignored it. 'As in a 
riot, the mayor plants a 'battery at 
the end of the street, -and lias it fired 
off, so that everything1 is cut down 
that 1ia>p'peiis to stand in 'the range, 
the good as well as tlie bad, so there 
are men in the' church who <plant 
their batteries of condemnation, ami 
five away indiscriminately. 
Every- 


thing- is 'condemned. But Paul, tlie 
Apostle, commends those who use 
the world -without abusing it, and in 
the natural 
world God (has donp 


everything1 to please and to amuse 
us. In poetic figure we sometimes 
speak of natural objects as being- lu 
pain, but it is a mere fancy. Poets 
say the clouds weep, but they never 
yet shed a tear; and that the winds 
sigh, but they never did have any 
trouble; and that the storm -howls, 
but it never loses its temper. The 
world is a rose, and the universe a 
garlands.
